Issue of 11.50 per cent Government of India (Industrial Investment Bank of India Ltd.) Special Security, 2021 
No. F. 4(6)-W&M/2001.—Government of India notifies the issue of 11.50 per cent Government oflndia (Indus¬ 
trial Investment Bank of IndiaLtd.) Special Security, 2021 (Non-tradable/Non-transfcrable), (hereinafter briefly described 
as the 'Special Security’) 

1. Eligibility for making subscription to the security and limit of subscription 

IIBI shall be eligible to subscribe to the special security and its subscription to the security shall be limited to the 
extent of Rs. 100 crore allocated by the Government oflndia for strenthening its capital base. No other person including 
any bank, company corporation or any other body except the IIBI shall be eligible to subscribe to the security. 

2. Price and Date of Issue 

(i) The Special Security will be issued at par as per the application made by IIBI. 

(ii) The date o"f issue of the special security will be 30th March 200], which also be the date of receipt of 
subscription from IIBI. 

3. Form of Security 

The special security will be issued in the form of Stock to be held at credit of UBI’s Subsidiary General Ledger 
(SGL) Account maintained with public Debt Office, Reserve Bank oflndia, Mumbai 

4. Repayment 

The Special security will be of 20 year maturity and shall be repayable at par on 30th March 2021. 

5. Interest 

The special security will bear interest at the rate of 11 50 per cent per annum. Interest will be payable at half yearly 
intervals reckoned from the date of issue of the security on the amount outstanding from time to time till the date 
immediately preceding the date on which repayment become due and payable on the security Interest on the security will 
be payable at Public Debt Office of Reserve Bank of India at Mumbai. 

6. Transferability and Conversion 

The Special Security shall not be transferable or tradable and conversion of the security in any other form shall 
not be permitted. 

7. Statutory Provisions
